Clusive Dispatch] May heat records 
of twenty-seven years for Portland 
went to smash yesterday and today, 
when the mercury climbed to the 
highest points known for so early in 
the season. The high mark yesterday 
was 89 and that of today 90 deg. 

Coming so early, when Oregon peo- 
ple are unprepared for hot weather, 
the heat wave has caused much dis- 
comfort. Melting snows are bringing 
the (olumbia and Willamette rivers 
up with a rush. Ordinarily cool 
weather in May allows the mountain 
snows to melt off gradually. It is 
feared that if present conditions con- 
tinue floods may result. Forest 
brush fires were reported from three 
widely separated points in Oregon to- 


day. Such fires are rarely reported 
before July. 
At Bay City, in Tillamook, the 


blaze in a tract of logged-off land and 
small timber swept down upon the 
town, destroying two residences and 
threctening for a time to burn the 
entire town. 

A fire on Bull Mountain in Wash- 
ington county, which started in the 
timber yesterday, has destroyed 1000 
cords of cordwood. A large party is 
out fighting the flames. A forest 
fire in the Calipooia Mountains, near 
Roseburg. today was reported be- 
yond control of the forest rangers 
and volunteer fighters.
